Big Narberth Attendance 
at Annual Classic 



Annual Football Contest Won by 23 to 

Before the largest crowd (if men, 
women and children tli<it ever assem- 
ble. 1 on the athleti" field of the Lower 
Merion High School the annual con- 
test, between the football teams of 
Lower Merion ami Radnor High Schools 
was staged last Saturday afternoon, 
and when the whistle was blown to end 
the game shortly before five o'clock, 
the Lower Merion team had completed 
the most successful season in the his- 
t.i.ry of football in the township. 

Not only had they snowed under their 
neighboring rivals 'by 23 points, but 
they had not permitted them to cross 
their goal line and by so doing had 
hung up a record of not being scored 
against during the entire season. While 
their opposing teams had on several 
occasions come close to going over the 
line or kicking the ball over the cross 
bar at the critical moment the sturdy 
L. M. team had displayed great strength 
and spirit and by their mighty efforts 
they kept their record clean and during 
the season ran up the large total of 340 
points against their opponents, who 
represented some of the best schools in 
this section. 

Narberth 's population flooded Ar.1- 
more for the game. Trains, busses, pri- 
vate cars and Shank's Mare, furnished 
transportation— for Lower Merion is 
now the Alma Mater to 78 Narfberth 
students, and Narberth is represented 
on the team. 

The I^ower Merion field presented a 
pretty scene with the throngs of people 
wearing the colors of the schools and 
carrying pennants and flowers as they 
cheered their favorite teams. With the 
•bands playing and the cheer leaders 
calling for the school songs everybody 
ueemed too happy to mind the cold 
wind which blew across the field and 
became colder as the afternoon passed

Hughes re- 
marks, is the "laeff of unity of 
thought" on the part of those Powers. 
Nothing this country can do will pull 
those Powers out of their morass until 
they are willing to make compromises 
for the sake of such unit}' of purpose.

Commissioners Move to 
2Vi Mills 



Betain Extra 



At the last meeting of the Lower 
Merion Township Commissioners a res- 
olution was passed authorizing the So 
licitor to prepare the necessary forms 
for a petition t o the court for the 
right to retain the extra 2Vi mills for 
road purposes for 1924, the same as 
was granted this year. 

A petition was made this year ask- 
ing for 4^> extra mills, but after a 
strenuous objection by hundreds of tax 
payers at the hearing in Norristown, 
the court allowed 1 ut one-half the re- 
quest. 

The Commissioners say they will re- 
quire the same tax rate next year if 
the people desire the program for good 
roads continuod. 

They desire the tax payers to ex- 
press their opinion in the matter and 
all property owners should advice their 
representatives of the sentiment of their 
districts. The m-itter will be taken 
up at the next meeting of the Commis- 
sion and will no doubt be acted upon 
before the reorganization of the board 
next January. 

If wo desire the road improvements 
the Commission must have the money 
to pay for them so the tax payers 
should give this matter careful consid- 
eration before expressing an objection 
to the program. 



It has been proven positively, at the 
State Bureau of Animal Industry l-o/b- 
oratories, that the dog which bit sev- 
eral children in Bala, Monday after- 
noon, November U'lith, was actually in- 
fected with rabies. It was felt, there- 
fore, that your paper could render the 
community a great service by placing 
before you authentic information with 
reference to rabies and the control of 
this dread disease. 

Dr. E. M. Staley, veterinarian, of 
223 Essex avenue, Narberth, for a num- 
ber of years in charge of the control 
of rabies in this State, as Director of 
the Division of Transmissable Diseases 
of the Pennsylvania Bureau of Animal 
Industry, was interviewed and 
the situation up as follows: 

"Rabies is a real disease, and is not 
simply a fear or superstition. How- 
ever, the occurrence of a single case 
of rabies in a well governed community 
like Bala, need not cause undue alarm. 
"I am informed that a positive] diag- 
nosis of ra.bies was established it the 
laboratories of the Pennsylvania Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, in connection 
with the animal which bit severaf chil- 
dren last Monday. The diagnosis; hav- 
ing been made at the State Laboratory, 
automatically notifies the Bureau of 
the existence of this case of rabies and 
they will undoubtedly immediately 
place under strict quarantine aU ani- 
mals that are known to have l f(e|n di- 
rectly exposed to infection. This ac- 
tion, together with the supervision of 
the officers of the ;.ower Merion Town- 
ship Police Department, will nq ;doubt 
prevent the further spread of inaction. 
"A very important fact to be; kept 
in mind is that the dog which infected 
the animal destroyed Monday .might 
also have bitten other animal* It, 
therefore, would toe well for jill dog 
owners in Bala and immediate vicinity 
to immediately chain or pen up their 
dog if the animal shows signs i>f ill- 
ness, particularly a decided change in 
disposition. If the animal has pad a
